Cooper Appointed Second President of Redeemer 


The Process 

Dr. Justin Cooper, Redeemer’s Vice- 
President (Academic), has been 
appointed the College’s second 
president. Dr. Cooper was chosen 
from two candidates 
presented to the Board of 
Governors by the Presi- 
dential Search Committee. 
Dr. Cooper takes office on 
July 1. 

The process has been a 
massive undertaking, 
involving many people 
from all areas of College 
life. The search began 
over a year ago, on Febru- 
ary 12,1993, when the 
Presidential Search Com- 
mittee (PSC) was given its 
mandate by the Board of 
Governors. One of the 
first actions of this com- 
mittee was to appoint a 
screening sub-committee. 
This sub-committee 
gathered thirty-eight 
nominations and applica- 
tions for the position of 
president. “These nomina- 
tions and applications came from a 
broad segment of people,” says Vice- 
President (Advancement) Bill Smou- 
ter, a member of the screening sub- 
committee. 

The sub-committee then contacted 
all of the nominees and applicants, 
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Dr, Justin Cooper will become president on July 1. 


asking them for a resumé as well as an 
essay on the topic “Christian Higher 
Education in a Post-Modern World” 
(excerpts from Dr. Cooper's essay 
appear on page four). Based on the 
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responses they received and on 
feedback gleaned from others, the 
committee chose nine candidates to be 
interviewed by the screening commit- 
tee. These interviews took place in 
person or by phone between June and 
August. By the end of October, the

The President-Designate 

Redeemer’s second President has 
had a long association with the 
College. Dr. Justin Cooper's involve- 
ment goes back to the days when 
Redeemer College was 
only a dream in the minds 
of people in Southern 
Ontario. 

Born into the family of a 
minister of the Christian 
Reformed Church, Dr. 
Cooper lived all over 
North America, from his 
birthplace in Passaic, New 
Jersey, to North Dakota, to 
Forest, Ontario. He did 
his undergraduate work 
at Trinity Christian 
College in Palos Heights, 
Illinois, where he studied 
under Dr. Calvin Seer- 
veld. He graduated with 
a major in philosophy and 
a minor in political 
science. 

Between 1972 and 1974, 
Dr. Cooper studied at the 
Institute for Christian 
Studies in Toronto, 
studying political theory under 
former Institute president Dr. Bernie 
Zylstra. He continued his studies in 
Political Science at the University of 
Toronto, earning his M.A. and Ph.D. 
in international relations. While

field had been narrowed down to four 
candidates, a number which was 
higher than expected; “all four of them 
showed a variety of qualities, all of 
which were not in any one person,” 
says Smouter. 

On January 12, the four candidates 
met with four different interviewing 
panels set up by the PSC. These panels 
represented various college groups: 
students and alumni, faculty, staff, and 
Academic council. The interviewing 
panels forwarded their findings to the 
PSC, which reviewed this information. 
The PSC then held formal interviews 
with each of the four candidates, 
selected two final candidates, and 
presented their names with equal 
recommendation to the Board of 
Governors. The two candidates were 
Dr. Justin Cooper and Dr. Elaine Botha, 
head of the philosophy department at 
Potchefstroom University in South 
Africa. 

The Board of Governors met with 
both candidates a few weeks later, and 
selected Dr. Cooper as Redeemer's 
second president. The final decision 
was made on February 12, 1994, 
exactly one year after the Presidential 
Search Committee received its man- 
date. =o

appointed to the board of the Ontario 
Christian College Association 


| (OCCA), the organization which 


founded Redeemer College. He was 
appointed executive director of the 
organization in July of 1980. 

“That was when everything heated 
up with the charter,” says Dr. Cooper. 
When the government of Ontario 
granted the OCCA the charter neces- 
sary to form anew college, what was 
supposed to be a half-time job on top 
of his graduate study grew into the 
laying of a practical foundation for a 
Christian College in southern Ontario. 
As executive director, Dr. Cooper was 
in charge of hiring Redeemer’s origi- 
nal faculty. He himself joined the 
faculty for Redeemer’s first year, and 
served as acting Dean for two years. 
In 1986 he was appointed Vice- 
President Academic. 

Dr. Cooper articulates a strong 
vision for Redeemer College. He feels

Study centres like the 
Pascal Centre and the Dooyeweerd 
Centre can help stimulate this 
process, he says. 

For the future, Dr. Cooper envi- 
sions a College that will continue to 
grow, both in number of students 
and as an organization. He hopes to 
see more of an attempt to relate with 
other reformed and evangelical 
churches, as well to interact with 
Canadian society in general, while 
maintaining Redeemer’s Reformed 
Christian vision. 

Dr. Cooper lives in Dundas, 
Ontario, with his wife Jessie, who is a 
marriage and family therapist. They 
are members of Ancaster Christian 
Reformed Church. They have two 
sons, Jeremy, a Redeemer alumnus, 
and Nathan, who is a fourth-year

Henry R. De Bolster 
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Dooyeweerd Centre to Open in 


September 1994 


The Board of Governors has an- 
nounced the formation of the Dooy- 
eweerd Centre, a research centre 
dedicated to the study of neo-Calvinist 
philosophy. The Centre, which is co- 
sponsored by the Herman Dooy- 
eweerd Foundation, should begin 
operation in September of 1994. 

Dr. Daniél Strauss, professor and 
head of the philosophy department at 
the University of the Orange Free State 
in Bloemfontein, South Africa, has 
been appointed as the Centre’s first 
Director. Dr. Strauss is considered to 
be one of the world’s leading scholars 
of Dooyeweerdian philosophy. 

The primary work of the centre will 
be to translate some of Herman 
Dooyeweerd’s major works into 
English from the original Dutch. The 
Centre also hopes to encourage further 
study of Dooyeweerd's philosophy, 
and to stimulate the use of this phi- 
losophy for scholarship. Dr. Justin 
Cooper, Redeemer’s Vice-President 
Academic, stresses that the Centre’s 
study of Dooyeweerd is not designed 
for scholasticism; “we don’t want to 
put Dooyeweerd on a pedestal,” he 
says. Rather, the Centre hopes to 
understand and further develop 
Dooyeweerd's thought, Later work 
from the Dooyeweerd Centre may

focus on some of Dooyeweerd’s 
contemporaries. Another goal of the 
centre, says Dr. Cooper, is to make 
Dooyeweerd’s philosophy speak to a 
North American audience. “There are 
some good insights in this philoso- 
phy,” he says. “It would be poor 
stewardship to let a treasure like that 
sit and tarnish,” 

As the hosting institution for the 
centre, Redeemer College has much to 
gain. Because much of the Centre's 
work will interest scholars from all 
over the world, the College will be- 
come better known as a centre for 
Reformed Christian scholarship. 
Redeemer’s association with the Pascal 
Centre, which studies the relationship 
of faith and science, has similarly led to 
such recognition, The Centre will also 
serve as a stimulus to faculty members 
to reflect on the nature of Christian 
scholarship in their own departments. 
In addition, Dr. Strauss will be added 
to the philosophy department, and will 
teach a number of courses, starting in 
September. 

The Dooyeweerd Centre has the 
funding required for two years of 
operations. Its support comes from 
sources outside of the College’s general 
support base, as well as from the 
Herman Dooyeweerd Foundation. =

Degree Status Quest Continues 





Redeemer’s petition to the Ontario 
Government for a charter change 
which would allow the College to 
grant degrees without religious conno- 
tation continues, buoyed by recent 
written comments from the Premier of 
Ontario, Bob Rae. 

As previously reported, Ontario 
Minister of Education and Training 
Dave Cooke had written a letter to 
President De Bolster which denied the 
request for the charter change. How- 
ever, Premier Bob Rae, in response toa 
letter written in support of Redeemer 
by a member of the academic commu- 
nity, indicated that he is aware of 
Redeemer’s request, and seemed to 
suggest that the matter may not be 
closed. 

Kedeemer's own efforts are also 
continuing. On January 21, President 
De Bolster and Vice-President (Aca- 
demic) Justin Cooper met with the 
Education and Training critic from the 
Progressive Conservative party, 
Dianne Cunningham, a visit which 
was met with support for the College's 
request. They were also scheduled to 
meet the same day with Dalton 
McQuinty, the Liberal critic. Due toa 
scheduling error, they were not able to 
do so. However, McQuinty has 
pledged to visit Redeemer’s campus. 
Dr. Cooper feels this is a positive step; 
“they're always impressed when they 
come out here,” he says. 

Future efforts may bring the local 
M.P.P.s from the governing New 
Democratic Party to Redeemer’s 
campus for a luncheon. This event, 
organized by M.P.P. Richard Allen, 
may also prove fruitful, says Dr. 
Cooper.

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Christian Higher Education in a Post-Modern World 
The following was excerpted from Dr. Cooper's application essay.

Christian higher education in a post-mod- 
ern (read: post-Christian) world will face a 
challenge of demonstrating its integrity on 
two fronts: to the post-Christian cultural 
mainstream and to the Christian commu- 
nity. The post-modern mainstream will be 
increasingly skeptical of an education which 
openly claims a commitment 
to any vision, and especially 


tral feature of such a worldview will be its 
emphasis on an abiding and normative crea- 
tion order. Such a Reformed Christian vision, 
rooted in faith and the Word of God and set 
forth in a confessional statement, gives aca- 
demic work its proper focus and context... The 
vision is kept alive and developed by telling, 
retelling and also refining. Without such vi- 

sion, rigorous standards will 

ring hollow and a Christian 


to the Christian faith which 
the mainstream deems passé 
and irrelevant. The Christian 
community, on the other 
hand, may well be suspicious

3) A vital commitment to the 
Lord Jesus Christ and the au- 
thority of the Word of God. 
Essential to such a Re- 
formed Christian perspective, 
however, is a Vital personal

“to explore the relation of 
faith, learning and living from 
a Reformed Christian perspective” rather 
than simply handing down the conclusions 
of a tradition. 

However, this is precisely the challenge 
and task of an institution of Christian higher 
education at this historical juncture: to main- 
tain contact both with the secular cultural 
mainstream, Which is an academic mission 
field, and with the Christian community, 
which continues to nourish the roots of the 
faith that is the source of strength and direc- 
tion of any institution bearing the name of 
Christ. To accomplish such a task, higher 
education which is both Christian and Re- 
formed must be characterized by at least 
seven features (not in order of priority): 

1) A clear focus on academic standards. 

Christian higher education in any age must 
be academically responsible with respect to 
the standards which are maintained for fac- 
ulty and students... There is much more to 
Christian higher education than good aca- 
demic standards. But such education will 
always begin with these standards and will 
then demonstrate its distinctiveness by the 
perspective and direction which is articu- 
lated... 

2) An academically articulated understand- 
ing of a creation-wide and Christ-centred 
worldview. 

Good academic standards must be devel- 
oped in the context of a liberal arts educa- 
tion, reflecting the diversity and integrality 
of God's creation, which is based ona world- 
view in which the creation-wide scope of 
Christ's redemptive work is central...A cen- 


relationship with the Lord 
Jesus Christ, which is also 
given communal expression 
and support, anda reliance on his Word and 
Spirit... This commitment must becommunally 
practised by faculty, staff and students and 
fostered through chapels, convocations, times 
of prayer, and the leadership of student life 
staff.

First, it 
must seek to include the study of other cul- 
turesas partofa liberal arts education,.Second, 
it must be prepared to communicate with 
Christian academics and students from other 
cultures, thereby rediscovering what is west- 
em as opposed to fundamentally Biblical and 
universal about our faith and academic as- 
sumptions. 

7) A sense of its task of leadership and serv- 
ice which is both inward- and outward-look- 
ing.

Redeemer’s Student Life depart- 
ment recently announced the appoint- 
ment of Mike Goheen, formerly a 
Religion and Theology instructor at 
the College, to the newly-created 
position of Campus Ministry Director. 
This position results from a re-struc- 
turing of the Student Life department. 
Goheen begins as Campus Ministry 
Director on August 1. 

As Campus Ministry Director, 
Goheen will have a number of re- 
sponsibilities. He will coordinate the 
College’s mission projects, organize 
and coordinate weekly chapel serv- 
ices, and serve as a spiritual life 
counsellor for students, faculty, and 
staff. Goheen's position is similar to 
that of chaplain. 

In addition to spiritual life responsi- 
bilities, Goheen will be spending a 
third of his time teaching courses in 
missions and worldview studies. 

Fred Schat, Dean of Students, is 
enthusiastically awaiting Goheen’s 
arrival. “He really seems to have an 
ability to relate to students and to get 
them on fire for the Lord,” says Schat. 
“Needless to say, that’s extremely 
important.” Schat also highlights 
Goheen’s strong personal commit- 
ment to God, his Reformed biblical 
worldview, and his familiarity with 
the evangelical Christian community. 

Goheen will be coming to Redeemer 
from Dordt College in Sioux Center, 
lowa, where he teaches Religion and 
Theology. He is an ordained minister 
of the Presbyterian Church in 
America.

Staley Lecturer Encourages Examination of Media 


and Culture 


Redeemer’s sixth annual Staley 
Lecture series in January brought Dr. 
Quentin Schultze to the College, as this 
year’s speaker. Dr. Schultze, whois a 
professor of Communication at Calvin 
College, spoke on the theme “Exposing 
the Popular Idols of our Day,” examin- 
ing the electronic media and the 


| impact that they have on our culture. 


Dr. Schultze gave three lectures 
during his stay. The first, “Supermar- 
ket Sweep: He-Man and the Masters of 
the Universe” spoke of the enormous 
role that media play in our cultural 
lives. In the second, “Televangelism 
After the Fall: Is there Hope for 
Televised Religion?,” Dr. Schultze 
examined the roots behind Christiani- 
ty’s love affair with television technol- 
ogy. He also explored televangelism 
as an extension of American culture. 
The third lecture, “The Media as a 
Sacred Text: How to Exegete Popular 
Culture” spoke of popular culture as a 
set of cultural and anthropological 
artifacts which reflect the direction of 
our culture as a whole. 

Added to the three talks was a panel 
discussion on culture and communica- 
tion, in which he was joined by Dr. 
Doug Loney, Associate Professor of 





English and Raymond Louter, Assist- 
ant Professor of Theatre Arts and 
Communication.

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From Sediment to Science Education: Chemistry Professor Spends a Year on Sabbatical 


What exactly do Redeemer 
professors do on a sabbatical? 
Go south? Play golf? Learn to 
hang-glide? And what exactly 
is a sabbatical, anyway? 

Professors are allowed one 
year off after six years of service 
to the College. During this 
sabbatical year, they devote 
themselves to their field of 
research, work which can 
culminate in a publication, a 
series of presentations, or other 
academic events. The goal of 
the sabbatical year is to main- 
tain a high level of academic 
achievement among the faculty, 
enrichment which translates 
into better teaching and better 
material for their students. 

Henry Brouwer, associate professor 
of Chemistry, recently took a sabbatical 
year, which started during the summer 
of 1992. During this year, he worked 
on two projects, doing research at the 
Canada Centre for Inland Waters, and 
working to improve elementary school 
science curriculum. 

In his research at the Canada Centre 
for Inland Waters (CCIW), which 
provided a $30 000 grant for his sab-

batical, he worked with a group of 
researchers to find ways to clean up 
Hamilton Harbour, a body of water 
notorious for its high levels of pollu- 
tion. Until the 1960s, untreated 
sewage from the city and industries 
was dumped directly into the water. 
The harbour has been a toxic dump of 
polyaromatic hydrocarbons, PCBs, 
pesticide residues, and metals from 
the city’s steel mills. Although the

water has been getting steadily 
cleaner, the sediment at the 
bottom of the harbour continues 
to be a source of toxic contami- 
nants. When a large ship passes 
through the harbour, its propel- 
ler stirs up the sediment, again 
making the water toxic and 
dangerous to life. 

Dr. Brouwer spent his time at 
the centre developing tests to 
measure the amount of sulfides 
in the sediment and testing a 
variety of treatment methods. 
These tests can help other re- 
searchers determine whether or 
not their ideas on how to clean 
up the sediment will work. 

Environmental work has 
always been an interest of Dr. 
Brouwer. His concern over what 
humans have done to the environment 
is one of the reasons he chose to do this 
work on his sabbatical. Another 
reason is its local interest. Dr. Brouwer 
shares his work with students, discuss- 
ing it with them in and out of class. 

Elementary and high school science 
curriculum is also of interest to Dr. 
Brouwer; he was a high school science 
teacher for fifteen years. He uses that 
experience to help develop new 
curriculum for elementary science 
program. Working with the Ontario 
Alliance of Christian Schools (OACS), 
Dr. Brouwer visited a number of 
school districts to discuss the curricu- 
lum needs of students and teachers, 
During this time, he also presented 
science demonstrations to grade school 
classes to stimulate interest in science. 

Although his sabbatical is over, Dr. 
Brouwer says his work with both the 
CCIW and OACS is continuing; he still 
holds workshops for science teachers 
and gives demonstrations to grade 
school and high school classes. In 
addition, he and the other members of 
the natural sciences faculty are plan- 
ning for an Ontario Christian School 
Science fair, to be held at the College in 
April of 1995. =
